POPULATION  COVERAGE:     LIVING  ARRANGEMENTS  AND  AGE  OF  STUDENTS 

The  data  indicate  that  there  was  a  trend  towards  "not  living  at  home"  from 
1971  to  1981.  (See  Table  I.l).  In  1981,  66.7%  of  the  18-24  age  group  were 
reported  as  not  living  at  home  compared  to  60.2%  in  1971.  The  trend  was 
concentrated  in  the  18-21  age  group  where  the  percentage  not  living  at  home 
increased  from  42.4%  of  all  18-21  year  olds  in  1971  to  52.2%  in  1981.  A 
higher  proportion  of  females  than  males  reported  not  living  at  home  in  both 
1971  and  1981.

Details  on  the  distribution  for  the  three  years,  1971  ,  1976  and  1981  by  type 
of  living  arrangement  are  given  in  Appendix  III. 

Attention  must  now  be  given  to  the  sub-group  of  the  18-24  age  population  who 
reported  that  they  were  attending  P.S.E.  How  much  do  the  two  groups  of 
students  living  at  home  and  those  not  living  at  home,  differ  from  each  other? 
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In  1981  fewer  students  reported  that  they  were  living  at  home  than  did  so  in 
1971,  the  same  trend  as  for  the  18-24  population  as  a  whole.  A  greater 
proportion  of  students  (18-24)  are  reported  as  living  at  home  than  the  general 
18-24  population,  as  might  be  expected  (see  Table  1,2).  Nearly  50.0%  of 
students  were  reported  as  living  at  home  compared  with  a  third  of  the  general 
18-24  population.

Any  differences  between  the  two  groups  of  students,  by  living  arrangement,  can 
only  be  identified  for  the  three  individual  variables  for  which  data  on  both 
groups  are  available.  A  comparison  for  the  two  groups  between  1971  and  1981 
is  given  in  Table  1.3  [the  complete  table  with  frequency  and  percentage 
distribution  and  including  1976  is  given  in  Appendix  IV] .

As  Table  1.3  indicates  there  was  a  trend  towards  students  being  reported  as 
not  living  at  home.  This  trend  was  most  marked  for  the  younger  age  group, 
18-21,  where  the  percentage  of  students  18-21  reported  as  living  at  home 
declined  to  65.1%  from  72.9%  in  1971.  For  the  18-24  year  olds  nearly  60% 
lived  at  home  in  1971  while  only  50%  did  so  in  1981.  Thus  data  on  the  family 
variables  for  18-21  students  attending  P.S.E.  full  and  part-time  would  account 
for  nearly  73%  of  18-21  year  old  students  in  1971  but  for  only  65.1%  in  1981. 

It  has  been  noted  that  the  data  on  rural  residence  should  be  treated  with 
caution.  That  is,  some  students  from  a  rural  area  who  are  classified  as  "not 
living  at  home"  will  almost  certainly  end  up  in  the  urban  "not  living  at  home" 
category.  The  classification  does  not  indicate  whether  the  student  grew  up  in 
a  rural  or  an  urban  area. 
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Without  further  information  it  is  difficult  to  know  why  the  rural  living  at 
home  category  should  have  changed  so  much  between  1971  and  1981.  While  there 
were  different  types  of  responses  in  the  censuses  due  to  differences  in  the 
questions  and  guidelines,  it  is  difficult  to  know  why  there  should  be  any 
differences  in  the  reporting  between  urban-rural  households. 

By  1981  a  higher  percentage  of  rural  students  were  reported  as  not  living  at 
home  (32.9%)  than  ten  years  before  (17.5%).  The  percentages,  however,  remain 
below  those  of  the  urban  living  at  home  group  in  both  years. 

For  the  18-24  age  group  as  a  whole  more  females  than  males  are  reported  as  not 
living  at  home.  In  the  student  group,  18-24,  there  is  much  less  difference 
between  males  and  females. 

If  only  full-time  students  are  considered  the  percentage  of  students  who  are 
reported  as  living  at  home  tends,  as  might  be  expected,  to  be  higher.  For 
full-time  students  there  was  a  tendency  to  move  into  the  not  living  at  home 
category  between  1971  and  1976  but  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the 
percentage  of  such  students  reported  as  living  at  home  in  1981  from  1976. 
(For  full-time  students  18-21,  the  percentage  "living  at  home"  moves  from  68% 
in  1976  to  70%  in  1981).     [See  Table  1.4].

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In  summary,  for  full-time  students  at  P.S.E.  institutions  in  1981  58.8%  of  the 
18-24  group  and  69.9%  of  the  18-21  group  were  "living  at  home".  Details  are 
given  in  Appendix  V. 

Table  1.5  examines  the  extent  to  which  living  arrangements  vary  by  the  type  of 
post-secondary  institution  attended  for  full-time  students.  Nearly  70%  of 
full-time  university  students  "live  at  home"  compared  to  just  less  than  50.0% 
of  non-university  students.  Over  half  of  the  students  who  were  reported  as 
living  at  home  attended  university.

This  suggests  that,  to  a  limited  extent,  the  data  on  students  living  at  home 
can  be  used,  with  caution,  to  explore  the  characteristics  of  full-time 
university  students  in  1981.  This  sub-group  constitutes  69.4%  of  all  18-24 
university  students.*     The  study  can,  however,  make  no  analysis  or  comment  on 


*  Note  that  all  of  the  discussion  relates  to  students  18-24.  A  further 
limitation  is  that  25%  to  30%  of  students  of  P.S.E.  institutions  are  25  years 
of  age  or  older.     They  are  not  included  in  the  study. 
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the  30.6%  of  full-time  university  students,  aged  18-24,  who  are  reported  as 
"not  living  at  home"  except  by  using  the  individual  variables  of  age,  sex,  and 
to  a  limited  extent,  urban-rural  residence. 

As  might  be  anticipated  living  arrangement  appears  to  be  linked  to  the  age  of 
the  student. 

Table  1.6  looks  at  the  living  arrangement  by  the  age  of  the  student  for 
full-time  university  students.  Virtually  80%  of  all  full-time  students 
between  the  ages  of  18-21  are  reported  as  living  at  home.  The  percentage 
drops  to  under  50%  for  those  aged  22-24. 

This  would  suggest  that  analysis  using  the  family  variables,  for  full-time 
university  students  aged  18-21,  may  give  a  fairly  reliable  picture  of  this 
sub-group  of  post-secondary  students.

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If  analysis  is  to  be  conducted  using  the  family  variables  for  full-time 
university  students  then  a  reasonably  high  proportion,  79.0%,  of  the  younger, 
18-21  group  are  represented.  For  the  18-24  age  group  the  figure  is  69.4%. 
The  percentage  of  full-time  university  students  by  living  arrangement  for 
1971,  1976  and  1981  is  shown  in  Table  1.7.  The  percentage  of  those  living  at 
home  is  lower  in  1976  than  in  the  other  two  years.  There  is  little  difference 
between  1971  and  1981.     In  both  years  approximately  79.0%  were  living  at  home.

The  position  is  not  the  same  for  full-time  non-university  students  as  it  is 
for  university  students.  A  higher  proportion  of  full-time,  non-university 
students,  both  in  the  younger  age  range  (18-21)  and  for  the  total  age  group 
(18-24)  are  reported  as  not  living  at  home  in  all  three  census  years. 

The  proportion  is  lowest  in  1976,  as  it  is  for  university  students.  In  all 
years,  however,  a  higher  proportion  of  non-university  students  than  university 
students  are  not  living  at  home.     The  comparison  is  shown  in  Table  1.8.

In  1981  just  under  half  of  the  18-24  non-university  full-time  student  group 
was  reported  as  living  at  home.  For  the  18-21  age  group  the  percentage  is 
greater  but  even  then  a  significant  percentage  of  the  younger,  full-time 
non-university  students  are  living  on  their  own  in  all  three  census  years. 
Further  details  are  given  in  Appendix  VII. 

Can  the  family  variable  data  be  used  to  examine  part-time  students?  Table  1.9 
shows  that  typically  the  part-time  student  does  not  live  at  home.  Only  23%  of 
university  and  29%  of  non-university  students  in  1981,  studying  part-time, 
were  classified  as  living  at  home.  Further  details  on  the  part-time  student 
is  given  in  Appendix  VIII.  The  family  variables  cannot  be  used  to  explore 
participation  of  the  part-time  student.

In  summary,  the  extent  to  which  results  obtained  from  an  analysis  of  the 
"family  variables"  can  be  extended  to  cover  all  18-24  year  old  students  is 
severely  limited.  The  fact  that  the  data  are  for  one  section  only  of  the 
student  population  must  always  be  borne  in  mind.  Further,  the  proportions  of 
the  living  at  home  group  of  all  students  varies  between  1971,  1976  and  1981. 

Data  on  the  family  variables  may  provide  a  reasonably  reliable  picture  of  the 
younger  (18-21),  full-time  university  population  where  a  high  proportion  of 
such  students  live  at  home.  There  is  no  way  of  systematically  exploring  if 
the  18-21  full-time  university  student  group  who  do  not  live  at  home  differ 
significantly  from  those  who  live  at  home. 

The  students  who  fall  into  the  "living  at  home"  group  are  much  less 
representative,  however,  of  part-time  students,  irrespective  of  which  type  of 
institution  is  attended  or  age  group  considered.  Likewise,  the  living  at  home 
group  constitute  a  smaller  percentage  of  the  students  who  are  attending 
P.S.E.  institutions  other  than  university  than  they  do  for  university 
students.     For  all  students,   irrespective  of  the  type  of  institution  attended 
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or  whether  studying  full  or  part-time,  in  the  18-24  age  group  those  living  at 
home  make  up  virtually  half  (49.9%)  of  the  total  number  of  students.  For 
students  in  the  18-21  age  group  those  living  at  home  are  65.1%  of  the  total 
number  of  students. 

The  extent  to  which  the  students  for  whom  the  family  variables  data  are 
available,  those  living  at  home,  are  representative  of  the  total  students 
group  (those  living  at  home  and  those  not  living  at  home)  is  given  for  1981  in 
summary  form  in  Table  I. 10

All  of  the  data,  irrespective  of  living  arrangements,  are  for  the  18-24  age 
group.  It  should  be  remembered  that  not  all  students  are  drawn  from  this  age 
group.  A  growing,  and  significant,  number  of  students  are  now  25  and  over. 
The  rates  vary  by  the  type  of  institution  and  the  type  of  enrolment.  It  is 
estimated  that  anywhere  from  25%  to  30%  of  full-time  students  in  1981  are  25 
years  of  age  or  over.  The  study  can  make  no  statement  about  students  older 
than  25;  and  especially  about  the  important  number  of  older  part-time 
students . 
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APPENDIX  II:  DEFINITIONS 

The  data  and  results  must  be  reviewed  in  the  context  of  the  definitions  used 
in  the  census  for  the  years  used  and  in  light  of  the  questions  asked. 

Appendix  IX  provides  additional  background  information  on  the  questions  and 
definitions  used,  taken  from  the  1981  Census  Dictionary.  Some  of  the  more 
important  aspects  of  these  technical  points  are  listed  below. 

(i)  Urban-Rural 

In  1981  urban  refers  to  an  area  having  a  population  concentration  of  1,000  or 
more  and  a  population  density  of  400  or  more  per  square  kilometre.  Rural 
refers  to  all  territory  lying  outside  urban  areas. 

(ii)  Ethnic  Background 

Data  on  ethnic  background  is  derived  from  the  census  question  on  the  first 
language  learned  in  childhood  and  still  understood  by  an  individual.  It  was 
used  in  the  census  for  all  three  years  with  only  minor  wording  changes. 

Note  that  only  very  limited  inferences  can  be  drawn  about  strength  of  ethnic 
identification  or  about  cultural  values  which  may  be  seen  as  being  associated 
with  identification  with  a  particular  ethnic  group.  To  be  required  to 
understand  the  first  language  learned  may,  however,  be  seen  as  defining  some 
degree  of  "ethnic  attachment." 

The  data  gives  a  useful  working  definition  of  ethnic  background  but  there  are 
some  ambiguities  with  it.  For  example  the  English  category  can  include  people 
from  many  different  backgrounds  (for  example  a  fourth  generation  Canadian  of 
originally  German  stock,  a  recent  immigrant  from  the  West  Indies  and  a  student 
whose  parents  immigrated  from  the  U.K.  in  the  1960 *s).  Persons  with  the  same 
ethnic  background  by  ancestry  may  fall  into  different  categories  if  one  of 
them  does  not  now  understand  the  language  first  learned.  Ambiguity  may  also 
arise  where  the  parents  came  from  different  ethnic  backgrounds. 
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Overall,  however,  the  resulting  distribution  by  ethnic  background  seems  to  be 
reasonable  in  light  of  existing  perceptions  of,  and  data  on,  the  ethnic  mix  of 
the  Alberta  population,  and  provides  a  reasonable  set  of  data  from  which  to 
explore  participation. 

(iii)  Highest  Level  of  Schooling 

This  question  provides  the  data  on  parental  educational  levels  and  the  highest 
level  of  parental  education.  Details  are  given  in  Appendix  IX.  It  should  be 
noted  that  there  were  differences  in  the  categories  used  between  1981  and  1971 
and  1981.  For  example,  in  1976  the  "trades  certificate  or  diploma"  and 
"university  certificate  or  diploma  above  bachelor  level"  were  not  used.  In 
1971  the  question  focused  more  strictly  on  university  qualifications. 

In  the  analysis  the  number  of  categories  has  been  reduced  by  collapsing 
together  some  of  the  categories  in  order  to  simplify  the  analysis.  Given  the 
level  of  analysis  which  is  being  carried  out  the  data  would  seem  to  provide  a 
reasonable  and  acceptable  guide  to  the  highest  level  of  schooling  obtained. 

(iv)  School  Attendance 

Each  of  the  censuses  in  1971,  1976  and  1981  asked  questions  concerning 
attendance  at  education  institutions.  Attendance  was  for  a  reference  period. 
In  1981  it  was  September  1980  to  June  3,  1981.  The  data  are  organized  into 
the  categories  of  university  only,  non-university  only  and  a  total  post- 
secondary.  In  1981  the  data  also  include  a  category  university  and/or  other 
non-university  education  to  cover  situations  where  persons  reported  dual 
enrolment  in  the  reference  period  at  both  types  of  institutions  (either  in 
sequence  or  over  the  same  time  frame).  For  1971  detail  on  attendance  is  not 
as  clear  cut  as  it  is  for  1976  and  1981  and  must  be  inferred  from  the 
responses. 

The  change  in  categories  may  mean  attendance  classified  as  "university  only" 
and  "non-university  only"  in  1981  are  artifically  lowered.  Comparison  of 
"total  post-secondary"  may  give  a  more  accurate  reading  on  trends  in 
participation  over  the  time  covered  by  the  study.     It  is  believed  that  the  new 
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category  "university  and/or  non-university"  only  became  of  appreciable 
significance  in  1981.  Further  details  on  the  questions  and  categories  on 
attendance  are  given  in  Appendix  IX. 

(v)      Blishen  Scale 

The  Blishen  Scale  is  a  well  established,  derived  measure  of  socio-economic 
status  which  is  based  on  the  ranking  of  occupation  by  prestige,  occupational 
level  and  family  income.  Data  to  construct  the  scale  are  available  only  for 
1971  and  1981.     The  scale  was  adapted  to  give  a  high-mediura-low  breakdown.

All  of  the  following  information  is  taken  from  the  1981  Census  Dictionary 
issued  by  Statistics  Canada.  The  extracts  have  been  edited  to  exclude 
comments  concerning: 

(i)  data  and  variables  for  censuses  other  than  those  of  1971,   1976  and  1981. 

(ii)  groups  other  than  the  18-24  age  group. 

MOTHER  TONGUE 

Refers  to  the  first  language  learned  in  childhood  and  still  understood  by  an 
individual .

Remarks :  Respondents  were  instructed  that  they  must  still  understand  the 

language  which  is  reported. 

It  should  be  noted  that  mother  tongue,  except  for  very  young 
children,  does  not  necessarily  indicate  language  usage  by  a 
given  individual  at  the  time  of  the  census. 

Although  the  intent  of  the  question  has  not  changed  since  1941 
(i.e.,  the  identification  of  the  language  first  learned  as  a 
young  child),  the  wording  of  the  question  itself  has  not  been 
completely  uniform.  The  most  recent  of  these  changes  is  from 
the  1971/76  wording  of  "language  first  spoken  and  still  under- 
stood". This  change  was  introduced  so  the  question  would 
conform  to  the  definition  of  mother  tongue  given  in  the 
Official  Languages  Act,  1968-69.
